3. The submitted sample was a cast aluminum alloy of ordinary conmercicl 
quality. It was a sand casting, end probably mde from a material equivalent to 
Alcoa 113 alloy. Microscopic investigation revealed the casting to have a consider- 
able mount of scattered porosity. The outer layers of grains were partially 
recrystallized indicating that the part was subject to fairly high terperatures 
at its surface.
